Launching Station at Pallithura near Thumta in the Trivandrum District 
on 2nd February, 1968 according to the particulars mentioned in 
Schedule I. The danger area over which and the danger period during 
which the launching will continue are also specified in Schedule II :

Nike Apache and Centaure are two-stage ; Rohini and 

Judi-Dart are single-stage solid propellant rockets.

The combined danger zones on the sea are given below :--- 
1. Danger Zone ( I) is a sector of radius 5 NM from the 

launcher between azimuth angles 140° and 320 . 
2. Danger Zone (II) is a sector between radii 20 NM 

and 115 NM and between azimuth angles 245 ° and 

275 ° from launcher . 
The above areas should be cleared of all shipping , fishing 
boats on the sea and the aircrafts should be cleared off the danger 
zones within azimuth angles 140 ° and 320 ° with reference to 
launcher coordinates as given in Para III above. 
VII . Duration of danger time:
